This is not an orphan's home, honorable as sueli 
institutions are; it is a sodiety for the relief of 
homeless ebildreii for wtioni the State must t are. 
It seeks out the little ones; brings them here for 
care, for medical attention, for physical improve- 
ment and for education. 

Here they are detaiiu^d foi- a wliib'. tlien homes, 
private homes, are found and the children are plac- 
ed with those who will give them all they have miss- 
ed, with the State still as their guartlian. 

The managers of this Home are entitled Id the 
confidence of the Lt'gislature. Tiiey are perform- 
ing without fee or reward a work that relieves the 
State of a great burden.— Louisville Post. 

NO iLLimAOT nrvisnoAnoN. 

We are glad that there is something that Con 

Ki'Ss declines to investigate. Karnest elTorls havi; 
been made |o induce Congress to appoint a comniis- 
sion to investigate adult illiteracy. 

Adult illiteracy is not a matter of serious mo- 
ineiit. Its iiiiport;iriee has been greatly exaggerat- 
ed. It is an iiitereNtiug faot that the percentage of 
illiteracy increases as we advance from twenty 
years to sixty \ ears. At twenty it is comparatively 
insignificant, showing that as was said in Con- 
gress, the present system of education is abolishing, 
illiteracy by educating the young. The large per- 
centage among the older people is due to the fact 
that forty and fifty years ago, when they were of 
school age, education was not so simple a thing as 
it is now. nor so easily obtainable, for today it is 
true tlint illiteracy is a volttlltary eonditiott and not 
a necessary on.- 

Moreover, illiteracy is a State and local question, 
and can only be solved at home. Thirty years ago 
the proposition was made in Congress by Senator 
Blair for Federal aid to education. It was d. bated 
at great length for several sessions aui} tiually it 
was rejeeted by the almost solid vote of tbe South- 
ern States 

It was a fortunate rejection. The responsibility 
for illiteracy or education has been brought home 
directly to each community and the South has made 
erealer exertions m lnhidf of edueation than she 
would ever do had the burden been placed upon the 
Faderal treaaury. 

nUteraey ia being gradually abolished. The pro 
ce.ss by which tliis . (iucation is going on should not 
be interrupted by any action of the Federal gov- 
ernment, whatever form it may take. 

It is encouraging at last to find that one legisla- 
tive body is prepared to reject one judposition for 
another commission and for aiiotlier appropriation. 
—Louisville Post.
